percent A cut in the tax rate does not mean 
an actual tax reduction of that amount 
Carter has not said w hat tax shelters would 
be closed, but he has said it would be done so

Carter says details of his tax plans would 
he ready to submit to Congress a year after 
he took office However, his plans would 
face an uncertain future Congress usually 
goes its own way on tax matters.

There is an almost sardonic irony in Henry Kissinger’s 
African achievements. 
Consider: Dr. Kissinger is once again hailed by his 
adm irers 
as the greatest diplomat of this or any other 
age because of his spectacular “success" with the 
Rhodesian problem. What the British could not do in 
eleven years of trying, what the Africans themselves 
could never do in direct negotiations with Ian Smith, the 
masterful Kissinger accomplishes in one sensational 
week of shuttle diplomacy. The stubborn and wily 
Rhodesian prime minister capitulates ,after only a few 
hours in the presence of the American Secretary of State. 
What a power of persuasion! 
Well, not exactly. The credit, alas, should go not to 
Kissinger but to the Soviet Union and its Cuban satellite. 
Kissinger won over Smith to his “peace" formula by 
simply pointing out the military and political facts of life. 
Rhodesia now must reckon not only with African 
guerrillas but with a Cuban army in southern Africa, 
backed up by 
the most modern Soviet weapons. 
Kissinger made it very clear to Smith that if attacked by 
such forces, he could expect no help from the U.S. South 
Africa’s John Vorster, seeing the net also drawing tight 
around his country, apparently decided that the lesser 
evil lay in playing for time and throwing Rhodesia to the 
wolves, as demanded of him by Kissinger. Smith and his 
Rhodesian whites, confronted by these military facts and 
the desertion of their one ally 
South Africa — had no 
viable alternative but to throw themselves on the mercy 
of the U.S., hoping against hope that we might salvage 
some future for them in the new black state of Zim­ 
babwe. 
Vain hope! The back leaders simply pocketed the 
concessions already made and then announced that 
Kissinger’s formula, as conveyed to Smith, is unac­ 
ceptable in major detail — notably the idea of a two year 
transition to black rule. They want it. of course, im­ 
mediately and entirely on their own terms. The Soviet 
Union, which can properly claim the credit for the white 
surrender, has no intention of allowing events to proceed 
peacefully if it can help it.

Which must provoke quite a horse laugh in the 
Kremlin. Kissinger was saying the sam e thing a year ago 
over Angola but the Soviets nevertheless persisted with 
their intervention and nothing happened. Why should 
they desist now? 
Dr. Kissinger got a Nobel Peace Prize for presiding 
over the loss of Southeast Asia to communism. Perhaps 
he will win another for doing the sam e in southern Africa. 
Which brings us back to the irony of the situation. While 
nv brilliant Secretary’s honors go on accumulating, the 
West goes right on retreating.

There is an almost sardonic irony in Henry Kissinger’s 
African achievements. 
Consider: Dr. Kissinger is once again hailed by his 
admirers 
as the greatest diplomat of this or any other 
age because of his spectacular “success” with the 
Rhodesian problem. What the British could not do in 
eleven years of trying, what the Africans themselves 
could never do in direct negotiations with Ian Smith, the 
masterful Kissinger accomplishes in one sensational 
week of shuttle diplomacy. The stubborn and wily 
Rhodesian prime minister capitulates after only a few 
hours in the presence of the American Secretary of State. 
What a power of persuasion! 
Well, not exactly The credit, alas, should go not to 
Kissinger but to the Soviet Union and its Cuban satellite.

TRCC board agrees upon site for future campus 


POPLAR BLUFF - A site for 
the future construction of a 
campus for Three Rivers 
Community College was agreed 
upon last week by the district’s 
board of trustees. 
Also, the trustees authorized 
Dale Privett, 
director of 
financial 
aids 
and’ federal 
programs, to apply for up to $5 
million under the Economic 
Development Act (EDA) for 
construction of a campus. 
Dr. 
Jack 
L. 
Bottnefield, 
college 
president, 
was 
authorized to seek an agreement 
with the Mingo Job Corps for 
work leading to preparation of 
the campus site this winter, free 
of charge. 
The EDA funds will be sought 
to construct a permanent 
campus for TRCC on the 70-acre 
tract located off Highway 67, 
near the Holiday Inn. The tract 
is within the city limits. It was 
purchased by the college in 1968 
for $51,000. TRCC still owes 
$5,000 on the land. This sum has 
been alloted for that purpose 
and will be paid when due. 
According 
to William 
D. 
Becker, chairman of the board, 
“The committee on college 
development explored many 
possibilities for a campus site. 
We looked at many areas, in­ 
cluding downtown and an area 
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north of town. We’ve got to come 
up with the most economical 
plan for building a campus and 
we intend to do that” 
Marianna Wolpers, a trustee, 
said, “We made studies of costs 
for other sites and the results 
indicated we were better off 
financially to develop the site we 
have.” 
The board gave approval for 
Bottenfield 
to 
seek 
arrangements with the Job 
Corps for items such as site 
preparation, grading, clearing 
brush and development of roads 
and driveways, possibly this 
winter. The board and college 
personnel will continue to meet 
with architects Donnellan & 
Porterfield concerning campus 
planning. 
Dr. Eugene Hansbrough, 
trustee, noted the work will be 
requested from the Job Corps 
since the college presently has 
no money available to hire 
workers from the district to do 
the job. 
The EDA is part of the Public 
Works Bill signed Oct. 2 by 
President Gerald R. Ford. The 
purpose of the act is to provide 
jobs for people in the con­ 
struction industry. Privett said 
it is estimated there is ap­ 
proximately 
$10 
million 
available in the state of Missouri 
under this act. Projects funded 
1 under this act are funded at 100 
per cent and do not require any 
local matching funds. 
If funds are granted TRCC for 
campus construction, labor will 
be drawn from a multi-county 
area. Elibility for funds is based 
on the unemployment level and 
the duration of unemployment in 
the area where construction will 
take place. The minimum 
unemployment 
level 
for 
eligibility is 6.5 per cent. 
Also, eligibility is based on per 
capita income level, the number 
of people who will be employed 
by the construction and how well 
the project will fit into the 
longrange plans for the area. 
Privett said TRCC will be 
competing only within the state 
for part of the $10 million. Also, 
he said TRCC may receive 
funding for the total project or 
part of the project. The ap­ 
plication must be broken down 
into priorities when submitted. 


Top priorities may be funded 
while others are not 
Bottenfield noted the funds 
available under EDA are 
limited and there is a great deal 
of competition for the money. 
He was commended by the 
Faculty Council, on behalf of the 
entire faculty for the work he 
has done at TRCC. The council 
stated in the letter to the 
president: 
“The members of the Faculty 
Council, writing on behalf of the 
TRCC faculty, wish to commend 
Dr. Jack L. Bottenfield for his 
innovative 
programs 
and 
inexhaustible 
energy. 
These 
qualities have led to a new sense 
of purpose and direction 
benefiting the college district 
and the institution. 
“President 
Bottenfield’s 
consideration, open-mindedness 
and sincerity in entertaining the 
views 
of the faculty lend 
credence to his open-door policy. 
Although he has been here 
only a short time, he has suc­ 
ceeded in creating a new en­ 
thusiasm and “esprit de corp” 
amont those of us directly 
engaged in working with the 
student body.” 
In other action, the board 
approved the final revised 
budget details for fiscal 1977. An 
operating budget for the coming 
fiscal year was approved during 
the summer. The budget is 
based on an estimated $650,000 
in state aid. 
Information from Harold 
LaBrot, 
college business 
manager, 
indicated 
most 
community colleges in the state 
projected more enrollment for 
this academic year than they 
will actually have. He said this 
could 
result 
in 
colleges 
receiving more money per 
credit 
hour than originally 
estimated. This will not effect 
the 
amount 
of the 
ap­ 
propriations. 
LaBrot said last year most 
community 
colleges 
un­ 
derestimated their enrollment, 
resulting in a tight financial 
year for TRCC and other 
schools. State aid is based on the 
number

Local school boards should in­ 
crease vocational education 
programming and include 
employers in the planning of 
this programming, according 
to a report prepared for the 
Governor’s Conference on 
Education. 
“Our 
recommendations 
were colored by the fact that 
we found a very strong voca­ 
tional program in Missouri," 
says Duane Meyer, chairman 
of the Vocational Education 
committee. 
“In a survey ran by our con­ 
sultant corporation, 93 per 
cent of the 
responding 
employers rated our present 
program as very good,” 
Meyer adds. 
The recommendations will 
be considered by the 700- 
member Governor’s con­ 
ference when it convenes 
December 2 in Columbia. 
The conference, established 
by Gov. Christopher S. Bond, 
is charged with recommend­ 
ing goals for education in 
Missouri which will serve as a 
basis of direction for public 
education during the next 
quarter century. 
Meyer says among the ,16 
recommendations passed by 
the steering committee, the 
most important is that all 
school boards should increase 
the quantity, quality and 
diversity of vocational pro­ 
grams. 
“There are areas in both 
rural 
and 
metropolitan 
Missouri where students can­ 
not 
be 
accepted 
into 
vocational-technical 
pro­ 
grams because of lack of 
facilities or specific pro­ 
grams,” 
the 
committee 
reported. 
The report also recom­ 
mends more cooperation be­ 
tween school boards, local in­ 
dustry and employers. 
“One of the areas of concern 
was that schools didn’t talk 
enough with industry and 
employers — the ones who 
hire the school’s product,” 
Meyer says. 
Missouri should require that 
private proprietary vocation­ 
al-technical schools meet set 
state standards to operate in 
the state, it was reported. 
“Missouri is one of the four 
states in the Union that 
doesn’t have state standards 
for these schools,” Meyer 
says. 
In addition, legislation 
should be passed permitting 
school districts to contract 
with the schools that meet 
these standards, the report 
says.

employers in the planning of 
this programming, according 
to a report prepared for the 
Governor’s 
Conference 
on 
Education. 
“ Our 
recommendations 
were colored by the fact that 
we found a very strong voca­ 
tional program in Missouri,” 
says Duane Meyer, chairman 
of the Vocational Education 
committee. 
“In a survey run by our con­ 
sultant corporation, 93 per 
cent 
of 
the 
responding 
employers rated our present 
program 
as 
very 
good,” 
Meyer adds. 
The recommendations will 
be considered by the 700- 
member 
Governor’s 
con­ 
ference 
when it convenes 
December 2 in Columbia. 
The conference, established 
by Gov. Christopher S. Bond, 
is charged with recommend­ 
ing goals for education in 
Missouri which will serve as a 
basis of direction for public 
education during the next 
quarter century. 
Meyer says among the 16 
recommendations passed by 
the steering committee, the 
most important is that all 
school boards should increase 
the 
quantity, 
quality 
and 
diversity of vocational pro­ 
grams. 
“There are areas in both 
rural 
and 
metropolitan 
Missouri where students can­ 
not 
be 
accepted 
into 
vocational-technical 
pro­ 
grams because of lack of 
facilities 
or 
specific 
pro­ 
gram s.’’ 
the 
committee 
reported 
The 
report 
also recom­ 
mends more cooperation be­ 
tween school boards, local in­ 
dustry and employers. 
“One of the areas of concern 
was that schools didn't talk 
enough with industry and 
employers — the ones who 
hire the school’s product,” 
Meyer says. 
Missouri should require that 
private proprietary vocation­ 
al-technical schools meet set 
state standards to operate in 
the state, it was reported. 


“Missouri is one of the four 
states in the Union 
that 
doesn't have state standards 
for these schools,” Meyer 
says. 
In 
addition, 
legislation 
should be passed permitting 
school districts to contract 
with the schools that meet 
these standards, the report 
says. 
“This recommendation was 
included because pnvate pro­ 
prietary schools said they 
could provide better voca­ 
tional training at a cheaper 
cost 
than 
could 
public 


schools,” Meyer says. 
The report recommends in­ 
creased emphasis be placed 
on career education from 
kindergarten 
through 
the 
twelfth grade. 
“From the early years kids 
should have study on the 
‘world of work,’ ” Meyer says. 
“This need is strongly felt 
elsewhere in the state.” 
Legislation 
should 
be 
enacted allowing for separate 
establishment 
of 
Special 
School districts for education 
of 
the 
handicapped 
and 
vocational-technical 
educa­ 
tion. 
Presently, a Special School 
district must contain both of 
these programs together. 
“This is a specific recom­ 
men da t i on 
ai me d 
at 
alleviating problems in St. 
Ixmis and Pemiscot school 
districts,” Meyer says. “It is 
meant to provide flexibility 
for those districts which might 
not have a need for both 
programs.” 
Vocational 
education 
teachers with temporary cer­ 
tificates should be exempted 
from the statutory require­ 
ment that they take a course 
in 
the 
education 
and 
psychology 
of 
exceptional 
children, the report recom­ 
mends 
“Take a school district that 
hires a carpenter to help 
students 
build 
a 
house,” 
Meyer says. “This carpenter 
is not certified. He has pro­ 
bably not had any college 
education, let alone a course 
of this type. Yet he can still 
teach, based on his practical 
experience. The impact of the 
course requirement would be 
to kill many vocational pro­ 


grams. 
Other 
recommendations 
deal with technical training in 
addition to elementary and 
secondary education. 
The report calls for the 
establishment of a Business 
and Industrial Training sec­ 
tion of the Department of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education. 
This section would act with 
other agencies in committing 
funds to train persons to meet 
the needs of business and in­ 
dustry within the state. 
Increased emphasis should 
be placed on training persons 
for more sophisticated skills, 
as well as basic machine 
operation skills, the report 
recommends.

SEATTLE (AP) - A man 
convicted of false advertising is 
paying his debt to society by 
purchasing more advertising: 
newspaper m essages warning 
the public about deceptive sales 
techniques. 
Under terms of his probation, 
Roger G. Scott is required to 
buy three two-column ads in 
three local publications. Each 
of the ads warns the public that 
“ False 
Advertising is Steal­ 
ing.” 
"It’s sort of poetic justice,” 
says Charles Ehlert, assistant 
director of the city’s Depart­ 
ment of Licensing and Con­ 
sumer Affairs. 
“ We’re trying to do som e­ 
thing constructive with this, 
rather 
than 
just 
something 
punitive. And it’s my impres­ 
sion that since the case was 
filed, there has been a reduc­ 
tion in bait and switch advertis­ 
ing in classified columns.” 
Scott, 36, pleaded guilty in 
King County Superior Court in 


March to four counts of false 
advertising 
Customers of his 
appliance store complained that 
he used bait and switch adver­ 
tising to lure them into buying 
expensive merchandise. 
He was convicted in Munici­ 
pal Court of the misdemeanor 
counts. His guilty plea in Supe­ 
rior Court, where the matter 
went on appeal, cam e after 
lawyers negotiated his sentence 
— 10 days in jail, the balance 
of a year in jail to be spent on 
probation, a $1.200 fine and pur­ 
chase of ads in the city’s two 
daily newspapers and a shop­ 
per’s guide. 
Two of the ads appeared in 
September, and the final one is 
to appear later this month. 
They were drafted by the city 
department, 
which 
normally 
has no money for such informa­ 
tional advertising. 
The ads say that false adver­ 
tising steals consumer money 
and business from honest mer­ 
chants. It warns that promo­ 


tional claim s must be verified. 
And they end with the note: 
“ This ad ... was paid for by a 
person who spent 10 days in jail 
following 
conviction 
for 
... 
falsely advertising stereo equip­ 
ment.” 


Ehlert 
said the city 
may 
want to use the sentencing tac­ 
tic again. He said without such 
alternatives, the city has no 
way 
to 
publish 
information 
about deceptive business prac­ 
tices. 


Scott, who has served his 10- 
day term, wasn't available for 
comment, 
and 
his 
lawyer, 
Jam es Gorham, would say only 
that his client “ is paying the 
penalty imposed ” 
Judge W'illiam Goodloe, who 
passed the sentence, said he 
wanted the public to know what 
happened to people convicted of 
false advertising 
" I ’d do it again, only next 
time,

Twenty years later: 
Paradox reflects Hungarian way of life 


Editor’s Note — On Oct. 23, 
1956, 
Hungarians 
rebelled 
against their Communist gov 
ernment. 
Soviet forces sta­ 
tioned in the country put down 
the revolt with bloody results. 
Here is a look at the country 
today by a veteran correspond­ 
ent who was in Budapest at the 
time of the revolution 20 years 
ago.

VIENNA (AP) — Twenty 
years after their abortive anti- 
Soviet revolution, Hungarians 
describe their country as a 
stage “where we can move 
freely, but where the promp­ 
ter’s box is in Moscow.” 
This paradox reflects the 
Hungarian way of life: to go as 
far as possible within the con­ 
fines of the Soviet Bloc but nev 
er to twist the tail of the Rus 
sian bear. 
While toeing the Soviet for­ 
eign policy line and remaining 
a staunch member of the War­ 
saw Pact military alliance and 
Comecon, the Eastern equiva­ 
lent of the European Common 


Market, the Hungarians enjoy 
perhaps the most liberal brand 
of communism within the So­ 
viet Bloc. They even have ex­ 
perimented with a modified 
form of free market economy. 
Its consumer orientation has 
earned Hungarian communism 
the label of “Goulash commu­ 
nism." 
But four Soviet divisions are 
believed to be still inside Hun­ 
gary, comprising 50,000 troops, 
1,200 tanks and 300 planes. To 
avoid opening old wounds, the 
Russians are kept in their bar­ 
racks or mwneuver areas and 
have scant contact with local 
inhabitants. 
Western observers agree that 
the Hungarians have, for the 
most 
part, 
overcome 
the 
trauma of 1956. 
“The 
Hungarians 
feel 
no 
great love for the Russians, no 
particular respect, but no great 
hatred," said a Western diplo­ 
mat in Budapest. 
Tibor Dery, an 82-year-old 
Hungarian 
writer who was 
jailed 
after 
Soviet 
forces 
crushed the uprising, said in an 
Austrian television interview 
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recently that he felt the revolu­ 
tion had a “happy end" after 
all. 
“I do not believe that the 
many wounds and destruction 
we suffered are still felt today, 
not much, at any rate,” he 
said. 
The 
two-week-long 
revolt 
broke out Oct. 23, 1956, and 2,- 
700 Hungarians were killed, 20,- 
000 were wounded and 200,000 
fled the country after the Soviet 
army went into action. The 
U.S. Immigration and Natural­ 
ization Service said 30,715 went 
to the United States. 
Hundreds were arrested in 
the ensuing crackdown. Scores 
were executed, including Imre 
Nagy, the premier of the revo­ 
lutionary government, and his 
defense 
minister, 
Gen. 
Pal 
Maleter. 
Of the refugees, 40,000 have 
since returned, the government 
says. Others who acquired for­ 
eign citizenship have come 
back as tourists. Today, every 
10th tourist is Hungarian-born, 
officials claim. 
Janos Kadar, who first sided 
with Nagy and then turned 
against the revolution, is still in 
power, leading the 10.5 million 
Hungarians on a political tight 
rope. 
Now 64, Kadar is second in 
seniority among Soviet bloc 
leaders to Bulgaria’s Todor 
Zhivkov. 
When Soviet tanks crushed 
the uprising, Kadar became the 
most hated man in Hungary. 
He referred to Soviet leader Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev, who ordered 
the suppression, as “my father­ 
ly friend and elder brother.

resembles

housing shortage. In one new 
Budapest project built to house 
160,000, there were 13,000 com­ 
plaints as tenants moved in. 
The planners failed to make 
provision for shops and schools. 
Soviet Bloc automobiles cost 
20 to 30 times the average 
monthly salary of $140, but 
Hungary ranks second in the 
bloc in per capita ownership of 
private cars. 
Hungarians own 2.3 million 
units of private property, such 
as small farms, garden plots, 
apartments and weekend cot­ 
tages. 
Unlike their East Bloc neigh­ 
bors, Hungarians have a rela­ 
tively good chance to travel to 
the West. Last year 374,000 did. 
But shock waves erf the 130 
per cent hike in the price of So­ 
viet oil are still being felt.

Shortly before the Hungarian 
uprising, the Communist dicta­ 
tor Matyas Rakosi was forced 
aside by another Stalinist, Er- 
noe Geroe. Geroe immediately 
called on Soviet troops sta­ 
tioned in Hungary to bolster his 
tottering regime. 
In the opening clashes be­ 
tween the rebels and Soviet 
troops, Hungarian army units, 
including the one commanded 
by Col. Pal Maleter," sided with 
the rebels. Nagy formed a coa­ 
lition government which includ­ 
ed Kadar, promoted Maleter to 
general and named him defense 
minister. 
Hungary was withdrawn from 
the Warsaw Pact and pro­ 
claimed neutral in the Cold 
War. 
Jozsef Cardinal Mindszenty, 
the Roman Catholic primate 
who had been sentenced to life 
imprisonment by the Stalinist 
regime, was liberated. 
The Soviets massed tanks 
and troops around Budapest 
and smashed the rebellion on 
Nov. 4. Maleter was arrested 
after being' lured to Soviet 
army headquarters, ostensibly 
to discuss a Russian withdraw­ 
al. 
Nagy took asylum in the Yu­ 
goslav 
Embassy 
but 
was 
tricked by an offer of safe con­ 
duct and arrested.

In the environmental area, 
this Congress saw the successful 
conclusion of a two-year battle 
to designate several wilderness 
and wilderness study areas in 
the national 
forests of the 
Missouri Ozarks. These areas 
now will be preserved in their 
natural, undeveloped state for 
the future benefit of natural 
historians and for the general 
public to enjoy the beauty of 
nature.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - John W. Kiser, III, writing in 
Foreign Policy, argues that detente with the Soviet Union 
need not be a one-way street, with all benefits going to the 
Russians. 
If detente turns out that way, he seems to suggest, then it 
may be our fault for being blind to opportunities staring us in 
the face. 
He’s referring to the scientific-technical drain — whereby 
the Soviet Union apparently is on the way to milking this coun­ 
try of hard-won breakthroughs, bolstering the wobbly Russian 
economy by modernizing their outdated manufacturing 
processes and improving the quality of their military 
hardware. Yet giving the United States little or nothing in 
return. Kiser suggests that Soviet scientists have made a 
respectable number of scientific breakthroughs of their own 
which could be of immense value to this country. He argues, 
and in this he is in agreement with findings of the National 
Science Foundation, that the slow pace of Russia’s industrial 
advance lies not in the inability of Soviet scientists to make 
great discoveries, but rather in the inability of the Soviet 
system to incorporate those discoveries into usable hardware, 
advanced manufacturing techniques and into practical use in 
mining without excessively long delays. 
To take one example which I have studied in depth, Soviet 
scientists have done exceedingly fine work in computer 
technology. They are, however, well behind us in the develop­ 
ment of advanced computers and in the software needed to 
make the most effective use of computers and computer 
systems. 
Kiser suggests that if we put our efforts to the task, 
American science and industry might be able to latch on to a 
goodly number of these Soviet scientific discoveries, using 
them to improve our own industrial methods. We might, he 
hints, even be able to put Soviet discoveries to practical use 
here before the unwieldy Soviet system was able to absorb and 
utilise them at home. 
He lists 17 examples of "Soviet technology in use or in 
development for commercial applications by U.S. companies” 
— a particle accelerator by Energy Sciences, an evaporation 
cooling process for blast furnaces by Andco, magnetic im­ 
pulse welding for nuclear fuel elements by Maxwell 
Laboratories, titanium hip prosthesis by U.S. Surgical, un­ 
derground coal gasification technology by Texas Utility Ser­ 
vices, a method for leaching aluminum for alunite ore by 
Southwire, and others. 
This, says Kiser, could be the tip of an iceberg. He says the 
Russians are "world leaders” in the development of hydrofoil 
craft, that they are “far ahead of the United States” in the 
development of hydraulic mining techniques, that parts of the 
Soviet iron and steel industry "are superior to ours, par­ 
ticularly in the design and operation of coke ovens and blast 
furnaces,” that Soviet technology is excellent in superconduc­ 
tors and magneto-hydrodynamics,of great importance in in­ 
creasing the efficiency of our power industry. 
From my own reading of translations of Soviet scientific 
and technical magazines over the years, it would seem the op­ 
portunities for American advantage are exceedingly great. 
Great, that is, if we can open the doors wide to an import of 
these Soviet breakthroughs. 
The Soviets, it would seem, are willing. They applied for 
roughly 500 patents in this country in 1974.

He just men­ 
tioned it yi passing but I 
wonder if this is true or was I 
mistaken?

Allergic rhinitis, commonly 
called hay fever means you 
have an allergy. If it is truly 
worse in April, May and June 
it may mean that the allergy 
is to pollen from trees and 
grass. Or if it is really year 
around it may mean that you 
are allergic to dust, animal 
dander or other year around 
irritants. 
The first step in proper 
treatment is finding out wnat 
you are allergic to. The se­ 
cond one is to eliminate ex­ 
posure to that substance if at 
all possible. If it turns out to 
be the family cat, the cat has 
to go if you want to get well. If 
it is house dust you need to 
dustproof your bedroom. But 
if you have a horsehair mat­ 
tress, which I doubt, you need 
to replace it with one with 
some substance such as foam 
rubber in it. 
I am glad the doctor only 
mentioned vitamin C and 
other vitamins as a stimulant 
to producing cortisone in pass- 
WhaVs the law? 


ing because it isn’t true. We 
used to think vitamin C could 
help substitute for cortisone 
before it was readily available 
but more recent research has 
proved that not to be true. 
You do not need cortisone 
pills for allergic rhinitis. It is 
too powerful and has too many 
side effects to be used for such 
a minor illness. I know you 
are going to say it isn’t minor 
to you and I’m sure it isn’t but 
it is not dangerous or life 
threatening. Besides you 
haven’t had adequate treat­ 
ment yet if you don’t know 
what you are allergic to and 
haven’t taken steps to control 
your exposure to it. 
You can also have desen­ 
sitization shots if your condi­ 
tion really warrants that. 
These are expensive and must 
be continued for a long time if 
they are effective. 
Incidentally you can use a 
nasal spray of cortisteroids 
that is very effective. Some 
say it is as effective or better 
than the desensitization 
program without the overall 
effects of cortisone. The ac­ 
tion is local where the 
problem is. 
Shrinking of the nasal mem­ 
brane with some sprays, such 
as NeoSynephrine can lead to 
dependence on the medicine. 
As the medicine wears off the 
boggy swollen nasal mem­ 
branes may actually be worse 
than before. 
Anti-histamines are com­ 
monly used but as you have 
observed ,they make you 
sleepy. Some are less 
troublesome in this regard. 
So you can understand your 
problem better I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 
8-4, Hay Fever (Allergic 
Rhinitis).

OAKLAND, Calif. <AP) - 
"E arhart Disappears,” head­ 
lined newspapers on July 3, 
1937 — and the mysterious dis­ 
appearance of famed aviatrix 
Amelia E arhart has puzzled the 
world ever since. 
A three-hour NBC television 
movie of Miss E arhart’s ex­ 
ploits drew a group of old 
friends and women flyers Mon­ 
day night to a drafty hangar at 
Oakland International Airport. 
"She came to me at the end 
of 1920 and told me quite sim­ 
ply she wanted to learn to fly,” 
said Neta Snook Southern, 80, 
who gave Miss Earhart her 
first flying lessons. 
Mrs. Southern, author of the 
book "I Taught Amelia to Fly,” 
described Mi4s E arhart as an 
“unusual person. She was a lot 
like other pilots I taught, ex­ 
cept she grasped things very 
quickly. ” 
Miss E arhart captured the 
world’s imagination with her 
feats in the sky, setting a wom­ 
en’s altitude mark soQn after 
she learned to fly. In 1931, the 
Kansas native became the first 
woman to pilot an autogiro — 
forerunner of the helicopter — 
and the first person to fly one 
across the continent. And she 
was the first woman to soar 
across the Atlantic — on a 14- 
hour, 
56-minute flight from 
Newfoundland to Northern Ire­ 
land. 
Yet the man who did her ra­ 
dio work says she was "warm 


and quiet.” 
“ If Amelia came into this 
hangar right now, she would be 
m arked as a beautiful woman,” 
said Joseph Gurr. 75, now liv­ 
ing in nearby Los Altos. “Yet 
she wore pants like a man and 
she was quite independent. She 
was brilliant.” 
Early in 1937. Miss Earhart 
planned 
a 
round-the-world 
flight in a specially prepared 
twin-engine Lockheed Electra, 
financed by her husband, pub­ 
lisher George Palm er Putnam, 
and Purdue University, where 
she was teaching. 
She 
left 
Oakland 
Inter­ 
national Airport on a rainy St 
Patrick’s Day with a crew o< 
three — technical adviser Paul 
Mantz, Capt. Harry Manning 
and Frederick J. Noonan, both 
navigators. 
The flight to Honolulu was 
uneventful, but an accident on 
takeoff two days later caused a 
two-month delay for repairs. 
When the trip resumed, only 
Miss Earhart and Noonan were 
aboard. After flying east, they 
set out from from Lae, New 
Guinea, on July 1. 1937. for a 
2,500-mile flight 
to Howland 
Island, 2.000 miles southwest of 
Hawaii. 
What happened on that trip is 
uncertain. The plane vanished 
after radio contact with Coast 
Guard ships, and most author­ 
ities believe Miss Earhart and 
Noonan simply ran out of gas 
and crashed.

U.S. can benefit 
from Soviet science

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — John W Kiser, III, writing in 
Foreign Policy, argues that detente with the Soviet Union 
need not be a one-way street, with all benefits going to the 
Russians 
If detente turns out that way, he seem s to suggest, then it 
may be our fault for being blind to opportunities staring us in 
the face 
He’s referring to the scientific-technical drain — whereby 
the Soviet Union apparently is on the way to milking this coun­ 
try of hard-won breakthroughs, bolstering the wobbly Russian 
economy by modernizing their outdated manufacturing 
processes and improving the quality of their military 
hardware. Yet giving the United States little or nothing in 
return. 
Kiser suggests that Soviet scientists have made a 
respectable number of scientific breakthroughs of their own 
which could be of immense value to this country. 
He argues, 
and in this he is in agreement with findings of the National 
Science Foundation, that the slow pace of Russia’s industrial 
advance lies not in the inability of Soviet scientists to make 
great discoveries, but rather in the inability of the Soviet 
system to incorporate those discoveries into usable hardware, 
advanced manufacturing techniques and into practical use in 
mining without excessively long delays. 
To take one example which I have studied in depth, Soviet 
scientists have done exceedingly fine work in computer 
technology They are, however, well behind us in the develop­ 
ment of advanced computers and in the software needed to 
make the most effective use of computers and computer 
systems. 
Kiser suggests that if we put our efforts to the task. 
American science and industry might be able to latch on to a 
goodly number of these Soviet scientific discoveries, using 
them to improve our own industrial methods We might, he 
hints, even be able to put Soviet discoveries to practical use 
here before the unwieldy Soviet system was able to absorb and 
utilize them at home 
He lists 17 examples of “Soviet technology in use or m 
development for commercial applications by U S companies'' 
— a particle accelerator by Energy Sciences, an evaporation 
cooling process for blast furnaces by Andco, magnetic im- 
C 
ulse welding for nuclear fuel elem ents by Maxwell 
aboratones, titanium hip prosthesis by U S Surgical, un 
derground coal gasification technology by Texas Utility Ser­ 
vices, a method for leaching aluminum for alunite ore by 
Southwire, and others. 
This, says Kiser, could be the tip of an iceberg He says the 
Russians are “world leaders“ in the development of hydrofoil 
craft, that they are “far ahead of the United States ' in the 
development of hydraulic mining techniques, that parts of the 
Soviet iron and steel industry “are superior to ours, par­ 
ticularly in the design and operation of coke ovens and blast 
furnaces,” that Soviet technology is excellent in superconduc­ 
tors and magneto-hydrodynamics.of great importance in in­ 
creasing the efficiency of our power industry 
From my own reading of translations of Soviet scientific 
and technical magazines over the years, it would seem the op 
portunities for American advantage are exceedingly great 
Great, that is, if we can open the doors wide to an import of 
these Soviet breakthroughs 
The Soviets, it would seem , are willing. They applied for 
roughly 500 patents in this country in 1974

For this past year I have 
hesitated to go to my doctor 
for obvious reasons, side 
effects of the drugs I recently 
heard a doctor on a TV talk 
show barely mention that 
vitamin C, along with pan­ 
tothenic acid and the B com­ 
plex vitamins are effective in 
helping the body produce its 
own cortisone. He just men­ 
tioned it in passing but I 
wonder if this is true or was I 
mistaken?

Allergic rhinitis, commonly 
called hay fever means you 
have an allergy If it is truly 
worse in April, May and June 
it may mean that the allergy 
is to pollen from trees and 
grass Or if it is really year 
around it may mean that you 
are allergic to dust, animal 
dander or other year around 
irritants. 
The first step in proper 
treatment is finding out what 
you are allergic to. The se­ 
cond one is to eliminate ex­ 
posure to that substance if at 
all possible If it turns out to 
be the family cat, the cat has 
to go if you want to get well. If 
it is house dust you need to 
dustproof your bedroom But 
if you have a horsehair mat­ 
tress, which I doubt, you need 
to replace it with one 
with 
some substance such as foam 
rubber in it. 
I am glad the doctor only 
mentioned vitam in C and 
other vitamins as a stimulant 
to producing cortisone in pass­ 


ing because it isn’t true. We 
used to think vitamin C could 
help substitute for cortisone 
before it was readily available 
but more recent research has 
proved that not to be true. 
You do not need cortisone 
pills for allergic rhinitis. It is 
too powerful and has too many 
side effects to be used for such 
a minor illness. I know you 
are going to say it isn’t minor 
to you and I’m sure it isn’t but 
it is not dangerous or life 
threatening. 
B esides 
you 
haven’t had adequate treat­ 
ment yet if you don’t know 
what you are allergic to and 
haven’t taken steps to control 
your exposure to it. 
You can also have desen­ 
sitization shots if your condi­ 
tion really warrants that. 
These are expensive and must 
be continued for a long time if 
they are effective. 
Incidentally you can use a 
nasal spray of cortisteroids 
that is very effective. Some 
say it is as effective or better 
than 
the d ese n sitiz a tio n 
program without the overall 
effects of cortisone. The ac­ 
tion 
is local w h ere the 
problem is. 
Shrinking of the nasal m em ­ 
brane with some sprays, such 
as NeoSynephrine can lead to 
dependence on the medicine. 
As the medicine wears off the 
boggy swollen nasal m em­ 
branes may actually be worse 
than before 
Anti-histamines are com­ 
monly used but as you have 
observed they m ake you 
s l e e p y .

Boys is pardoned 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
only known surviving Scotts­ 
boro Boy — pardoned after 45 
years of proclaiming his in­ 
nocence — says he hopes his 
story teaches people that “a 
man should never give up hope. 
Even if it kills you, stand up 
for your rights.” 
And Clarence Norris, 64, who 
has lived here as a fugitive fcr 
30 years, said he (dans to visit 
Alabama, where until Monday 
he would have faced arrest as 
a parole violator. 
“I’ll go to any state because 
I’m free,” said Norris, whose 
1930s trials with eight other 
black youths on charges of rap­ 
ing two white women became a 
symbol of Southern racial in­ 
justice. “I was born and raised 
in the South. It’s one of the 
most beautiful places in the 
world.” 
Norris, 
a 
warehouseman, 
held an emotional news confer­ 
ence at NAACP headquarters 
here after learning that the 
state of Alabama had granted 
him a full pardon, which in ef­

acknowledges 
his

nocence of the original charges. 


He said he felt “no bitterness 
against the people who did me 
wrong. I’m just glad to be free. 
They had said that I was a no­ 
body, a dog, but I stood up and 
I said the truth.” 
In 1931, Norris and the other 
youths were arrested in north­ 
ern Alabama and tried in 
Scottsboro on charges of raping 
the women on a freight train. 
The defendants were convicted 
in a series of trials, and most 
of them were sentenced to 
death, but their sentences were 
commuted to life imprison­ 
ment. 


Norris spent five years on 
death row, more years behind 
bars, and in 1946 he fled the 
state while on parole. Of the 
other defendants, some are 
known to be dead, and others 
have dropped out of sight.

It’s one of the 
most beautiful places in the 
world." 
Norris, 
a 
warehouseman, 
held an emotional news confer­ 
ence at NAACP headquarters 
here after learning that the 
state of Alabama had granted 
him a full pardon, which in ef­ 
fect 
acknowledges 
his 
in­ 
nocence of the original charges 


He said he felt “ no bitterness 
against the people who did me 
wrong. I'm just glad to be free. 
They had said that I was a no­ 
body, a dog. but I stood up and 
1 said the truth." 


In 1931, Norris and the other 
youths were arrested in north­ 
ern 
Alabama 
and 
tried in 
Scottsboro on charges erf raping 
the women on a freight train. 
The defendants were convicted 
in a series of trials, and most 
of them 
were sentenced to 
death, but their sentences were 
commuted 
to 
life 
imprison­ 
ment. 


Norris spent five years on 
death row. more years behind 
bars, and in 1946 he fled the 
state while on parole Of the 
other defendants, 
some 
are 
known to be dead, and others 
have dropped out of sight. 


First, the Alabama Pardon 
Parole Board and then Gov. 
George C. Wallace signed a 
pardon 
By 
law, 
the board 
could pardon him only if it felt 
there was proof of his in­ 
nocence.
